This byluw 
has passed its lirat roadiiii^ by llu) unaiii- 
iiioua voice (if tliu ciuuicil :iiid awaita 
popular approval before coming into force. 
On all.aideaitlier^jB asunaaimity of senti- 
mont fn favor of the ineasure. Even our 
moBagrown contemporary has nothing to 
urge ugainat a market, 7>e>' se. He must 
Imve aeen the disadvantages under which 
the ugricultiunliata of this portion of the 
pr(jvince labor for want of juat auoh an 
institution as it ia now proposed to estab- 
lish for their advancement and, may wo 
not add, for the bonolit of the towns- 
people themsolvca, who with a market 
■will be brought directly in oontaot with 
the producer and escape the middleman 
altogether I Wu defy our contonipurary 
to point to another towji in Canada tif 
etniiJ size and business import nice with 
Victoria that is destitute of a public mar- 
ket. In some towns there are txvu mar- 
kets — big stone structures — one at each 
end of the town. These are oonduoitBd by 
Bupt rintondonta who collect the fei s 
from porauiu who nao the fctalls andBtanda 
and tliu rovunuu pays the running oxpon- 
ses and inlorcat and sinking fund on the 
investment. It ia proposed to borrow 
$25,000 for the purpose. This will create 
an annual draft on the general civic reve- 
nue of about $1500 each year. The 
Standard objects to thia lieacii im 
imsitior. lie is opposed, indeed, 
to all loauii. I'hi'ro i.s reason to believe, 
too, that ho 1.1 opposed to all taxation, Hiiice 
lie is (or was a week or two ago; in arreai-s 
at the city ball for taxoH long ovurdao anti 
"which he defies the city governuiout to f orcu 
him to pay. Is it fair that gentlemen like 
him, who can pay taxes aad wou't, should 
be allowed to swamp the votes of citizens 
who, unlike him, pay all charges oheerfnily 
and have no objection to loans provided the 
money raised is expended upon such use- 
ful objeot.-i as n public market, water eiton- 
biou, street lighlii'g and strr^ot making. 
Those who will nut contribute toward the 
niiiuieipal revenue should not have a voice 
in its disttibutiou. Wo contend that the 
failure of this iimiiieipality to establish a 
public luiii-ket dunny so long a period is a 
blot ou its good uaiiio. It i.s discreditable 
that farmers and farmera' wives and ohil- 
dreu after raising produce and bringing it 
to town should bo forced to part with it in 
"barter" or peddle it from door to door as 
Ohinameu peddle green stufif. This thing 
ought to bo stopped, and it can and will be 
Htoppcd by an expenditure of about $1500 
per annum without increasing mvinicipal 
ratDs. "Wo cannot place our excellent moru- 
iug friend ou any other ground than that he 
is the epponeut of all progress — all im- 
provement. Tor years he has vigorously 
uud successfully resisted the payment of 
taxes; but why should he brf allowed to dic- 
tate to those who take a pride in paying their 
legal dues as to the disposition of the muni- 
cipal fands towards which he refuses to 
contribute? 



FBOTEGTION AND FRBB TRADE. 

The two brothers who are running for 
the governorship of Tennessee are having 
quite a time of it. Alf, the republican 
brother, is a protectionist. Bob, the dem- 
ocratic brother, ia oppo.sed to prctjction.

The other day Alf, in discussing the 
tnritl, oSered anyone in the aadience a 

SIO bill to toll on which side of the tariff 
question his deinncrit ic brother ia. Bob, 
the d ^mocratio brotlier, at, once liold out 
his hand for the money, saying, "I'm on 
the Ohioago platform side of the tariff. " 
The audience cheered until Alf retorted: 
"I refuse to p ly the money because the 
Loi'ti c- n't tell which from tother aide of 
th..i |il . : Imi ni. " 'I'liori) are many domd- 
cralii: I uliticiaiiH who aro free traders, 
and a fuw who claim to bo jimtectioniata, 
but both declare that thoy stand upon the 
Chicago platform, and probably they do.

ALASKAN EXPLORATION. 

Return, of^Lleat. Schwatka 
* flrbiik tliivAsce'nK'br'illC^ 
St. Ellas. : 



Lieut. Schwatka, the famous Arotio ex- 
plorer, returned yesterday to this city, from 
bis trip to Alaska by tho stesmer Idaho and 

registered at tho Drinrd, where ho was in- 
terviewed by a Culonlst reporter. He left 
Victoria ou June l.jth by Ihb steamer Aucon, 
his mission boiu^; to explore the interior of 
that great unknown laud, and his exporieuco 
and the iuformuliou he gathered have fur- 
nished delightful reading for tho [latrous of 
the New YorkTimes, of which metropolitan 
journal he was tho special oorrespoiuleut. 
Lie wua accompuniod by I'rof. Libb^-, of 
Princeton University, who had charge of 
the aoientifio department of the expedition. 
On the arrival of the party at Sitka guides 
were engaged, the objeotive point being 
Mount St. Elias. This volcanic mouutaiu 
lies in latitude 60 deg. 18 miu. north, longi- 
tude 14 deg. 30 min. west, and its estimat- 
ed height is 17, 9')0 feat. Tho party, rein- 
forced by Mr. Seatou-Carr aud another 
gentleman, were obliged to walk across a 
glacier of -tS miles in order to reach the 
baao of tho mountain. They succeeded in 
ascending 7,200 feet above sea level,

"The relatioua reat now as hitherto," 
added the premier, "on the basis of 
which tho ministry have repeatedly 
spoken before the delegation, and there 
is no occasion to portend any disturbance 
of the close and trustful relations exist- 
ing on both sides." [Cheers.] llepre- 
soutativu Uulsborg proposed to imitato 
the debate on tho premier's reply, but 
the propoaition was rejected, the only 
members who voted for it being members 
of the .'Vustro-Oerman anti-aemitic and 
dem' cratio parties. 

ENOLAND. 
LoNDO.s, Oct. 8 — The Chronicle's cor- 
respondent at Paris says he has just hoard 
from Vienna details of a startling anarch- 
iiit plot I )doatroy Vienna and aaaaaainate 
tho Kniperor Francis Joseph. The cun- 
spir.it ors, whoao plans were frustrated, 
bad inteiideil to carry out the plot on 
t)ct. 4th. Various timber stores were to 
be act oil lire thruuijhnut the city and in 
the confusion buildings were to be blown 
up with dynamite. The police seized 
an imniunae quantity of bombs and other 
exploaivoa 111 ditforunt parts of the city, 
especially near the imperial reaiduuce at 
Schambrun, and beneath the bridge load- 
ing to the palace, which the emperor 
crosaed daily. They also intended to 
make an attempt on the life of the em- 
peror at the same time. A large number 
of foreigners and Austriana were arrested. 
The ringleadera escaped to (lermany. In 
conaequeoce of atringent anti-aocialist 
laws the news of the discovery of the plot 
did not leak out for several days.

The thiof 
quickly picked up tho wallot and was 
making oil' when Brayell seized him A 
struggle ensued and tho thiof drew his re- 
volver and tired at his captor, who re- 
leased his hold allowing him to escape. A 
large crowd gave chase and the culprit 
who had been joined by two aocomplicea 
who turned on their pursuers and began 
firing their revolvers. Tho tire was re- 
turned and for a abort;time there was a 
perfect fuailade of sVots. Finally two of 
the thieves weru cornered and after a des- 
perate struggle were captured. The man 
with the wallet got away. 

Chicago, Oct 8 — One hundred and

NANiiMO, Oct. 8 .—The Idaho ha» ar- 
rived. Tho AncDti Ptruck on a aunkon 
rock one miluufi' Port Otistovou, entrance 
to Ghiuier Biiy, on Sept. 13lh, at 10 p.m., j 
and was leaking. She was benched one 
and a half miles from Port Guatoven, in 
Bartlett Bay. Bent a launch to Sitka. 
Got the Pinta and went in her to Juneau. 
Got lumber and helped there to make tem- 
porary repaira. The Idaho wont to tho 
wreck on Sept^iubur '27th; thenca to 
Sitka; reiuniiug to the wreck ou October 
'2nd. Took passengers from the Ancon, 
and the repairs having benii made, the 
Ancon get off and proceeded in oompany 
with the Piuta and Idaho to Juneau. 
Capt. Carroll beached her near the saw- 
mill, an Doiii^'lau lalind, to inako ftjrthor 
repairs, and anticipates being able to 
leave about Oct. 16th on the return trip. 
The rock on which she struck was en 
tirely unknown. Tho weather had been 
bad during September and October.

The art department on the upper floor at- 
tracted universal praiae for our homo 
talent, and tho paintings of Mr, Thomas 
Bamford are worthy of note, also the 
crayon work of Mr. Thnrnaa Goro and tho 
water colors of Mias Julia Ooloinan, the 
pencil drawing of Mias Lizzie Uopelaud, 
the pen and ink pictures of Mrs. J. S. 
Wilsen. The panel painting of Miss Rison 
waa excellent, eapeciiilly a sjjray of morn- 
ing glories; a wreath made of seed and 
leather by Mrs Bnasi inado a novel art 
work, and worthy of speciiil note should 
be mentioned, a hair wreath by Mra V.'.

Meston has a fine line of work at hia 
manufact iry on Government street and 
all persons desiring carriages or waggons 
should examine hia stock 'era purchasing 
elaewhere. Mr. Meston received a prize 
for his exhibit whioh was worthily gained.

.\n archway it: formed entirely of soap, thu 
side pieces being huge bars of blue, yellow 
and red mottled soap, weighing from 11 UO 
to 1(100 pounds each. On the top is a table 
laid with soaps shapi'd into altraolivo forum 
and ombrai ing a majority of the well-known 
brands of this popular uBtnblishmeut. Pass- 
ing under the arch an imitation of Cleo- 
patra's needle is met. It is twenty feat in 
height and madeof soap resembling granite 
and weighs lUlO pounds. This piece of 
work Ih very creditable to the British Oo- 
luuiliia son]) workn. There are immense 
bars of pure white oastile, and tho celebrat- 
ed r^lectric soap now in nnivorsiil use 
throughout the provineo. Tho asHorttiiont 
of flno toilet soajj-s would rival in many in- 
staucoa tho maiiufacture.s of the loinling 
soap factories of the world, both in ijuality 
and liuiah. There are iine Hamplos in tab- 
lots of outmcal,glyconue,coeoanut oil, honey, 
carbolic, cashmere bouquet, baby aoap, and 
a superior article of shaving soap, which 
give assnranoe that the manufacture of 
aoap in this province, is not snrpassod, and 
accounts in a measure for Iht fact that 
MessrH. Poiidray & Co. furnish nearly all 
the soap used in tho pi-oviiico. There wan 
11 orowii of niliuirorH arotiiul thin disiilay all 
doj, and Messrs. Peiidrny & Co. were just- 
ly entitled to the first prize, whioh they re- 
caived.

tained for general and constant use. The 
ranges burn either, wood; or coal and. are 
perfect in their construction. Among 
the heaters it the celebrated "Royal 
Arch" and other beautifully finished 
atoves not previoualy seen in thu province. 
All thoao goods are manufactured by tho 
well-known linn of E. ifc C. Uurnoy, of 
Hamilton, Ontario, which is enough to 
ensure their reliability and general use. 
Mr. Cowan has a large and excellent stoek 
at his wararooin on Government street in 
TJie Cfliini-it building, where a careful in- 
spection should be made by all who paid 
tribute to his splendid exhibit.

This was read to fhi« uulpritii, who i 
confessed, and added that their courage 
had failed when it came to a question 
of suicide. Each was seatenced to im- 
prisonment for fifteen years, and pKv 
four thousand francs damages to the 
father of the victim.
